H E liifpircd Author of this itiftrufttve Book^ 
ulcs a VaiiL'ty of Ar^urnejits to engage us 
In a CouiTt: of Religion and Virtue. Many Ad¬ 
vantages he cjuimcrptes that attend the confcieii- 
tious Obfcrvancc of religious Wifdom ;—it ftveetens 
Life, and fmooths our [''alFagc through this mortal 
State j for her tFayi are JVay^ cf PUafantnefs^ and 
all her Paths are Peace f, It contributes to the 
Eftabllfhment of our Health ^ and, generally fpcak- 
iJigj to the lojigthening of our Days ;~it will pro¬ 
cure us the Eftccm of good Men, and the Appro¬

** peels not to be ijijured, but bettered by his IJif- 
“ Iblutioii; he rcflgns whatever is mortal, with a 
** full A/Turance of fufFering in no valuable Intereft, 
but of being a great and cvcrlafting Gainer by 
« the Surrcjjdtr* The Righmm hath H§pc in his

I the rather chofe to fpeak upon thefe Word?^ be- 
caufejthey feem, in a peculiar Manner^ adapted to

how,to form a more aJTeflionate Wifli, than that 
they may be as lafliiigly ufeful to every Hearer, ns 
they are pcrfoiflly applicable to her Charadter and 
State, 

L Wc arc to enquire^ ‘ who we arc to under¬ 
ftand by the Righteam*^ 

By the RighUms arc meant, not thofe who arc 
merely juft in their Dealing ; who content them- 
felves with being honeft in their Bufmefe, and in- 
ofFcnfive in their outward Converfation, but fuch as 
are interefted in a Redeemer's Rtghteoufnefs by 
Faith j fuch as have their Hearts fundlificd by 
Grace, ‘and, in conrcqucncc of this Renovation, arc 
both difpofed, and enabled to cxcrcife all the Graces, 
and all the Duties of Rightcoufuefs and true Ho- 
lineft. This Defeription might fufKce i but bc- 
caufc wc are prone to deceive oiirfelvcs in this Tar- 
licuiafj to imagine ourfclvcs piifibftcd of the Power^ 
when wc have only the/(i?7VJ7 of Godlincf^, permit 
me to be jnorc diftinft in explaining the Nature of 
true Righteoufnefs.—I'hc true fcriptural Rlghteauf-^ 
t/^ji IS firft, n divine and internal Righteoiifneft, 

5 Secondly, 
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Secondly, A perfcvering and increafing Righteouf- 
neft* Thirdly, A humble and felf-renouncing 
Righteoufncfs. 

FirfI:, The true fcriptural Righteoufiiefs is a TSk 
vine and ijiternal Righteoufjiefs* It flows from a 
divine Principle wrought in the Heart, by the Holy 
Spirit of GOD; and is nothing left than the di¬ 
vine Image, rc-inllampcJ upon the Soul ; not pro¬ 
duced by any Fear of Man, any Dread of Shame, 
any Dchre of Applanfe j it owl-s its Bciiitg to th/ 
Grace, the Ficc-gracc of JESUS CHRIST', 
operating on the Mind, and fanclifyjDg the inner 
Man; this makes the Rttot good, the T roe good, 
and then the Fruits arc gfjod tjf coui fe ;—liiis purges 
the Spring, ckanfes the Fountain, and then the 
Streams arc neccflarily pure. By this Means the 
Soulloves Rightconfjicfs ; it breathes itn native Air, 
and is in its proper Element; all fnft.mces of Righ- 
teoufnefs are rtiiCiin:^ and fatisftiSorv ; if it falls 
fhort in any Point, it grieves and is aflllftcd, as at 
the Lofs of fomc real Plcafurc, fume fubftantial 
Good; the vt^ry A'&tnrit of fuch a one is renewed, 
fo that the Refttaints and Obligidions of the Goipel 
are no more irkforne but agreeable ; they fall in 
with the Current of a reformed Inclination* / 
lightf fays the Apoirle, in the hnw of GOD ** 
Duty is delightful, and Obedience (which is more 
acceptable to the righteous GOD, than all Whole 
Burnt-Offerings) is more plcafmg to the righteous 
Perfon than all their and JuotKifs ,—He afls, 

not from mean and fordid Views; never docs any 
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laiiduble Action to be feen of Men or praifej by 
Mortals, but is as jealous over the inmoft Motions 
of his Heart, as he is careful of his moft open and 
exftofed i^ractitc* la the clofeft Retirement, where 
no Eye beholds him, he is the fame watchful, con- 
fcientioLis, circumfpedb Chriftian, as in the inoft 
confpicuous Scenes of public Life; yea, vi''as lie 
confined to a Dcfcrt, or to fpeiid all his Davs re¬ 
mote from human Obfcrvaijon, he w'ould be rn!i- 
t-’tely folic [tons to depart from all Ituijuity, and ex- 
trciJitily fearful uf every Appearance of LviL 

Sccoufiiyy 'f ile true fcilptural RlglttcoufiieL is a 
perfiverin^ and incrctijif^g Righieoufners, 

Hypocrites often begin in the Spirit^ and end Li 
the FhJtj ; they fet out brrficly 5 run well for a 7'ime; 
but their Zeal fooii cools, their Refoluttons quickly 
languifh, and they are tired of the Race before they 
have reiiched the (Joal ;—whereas the trvie Servant 
of GODy the found Believer in JESUS CHRIS1\ 
is iiulLfatigable and unwearied in his holy Walk, 
without ajiy Change, unlefs Jt be that of ii conti¬ 
nual Adviinccincat- His Progrefs is like the Morn¬ 
ing Sun, whofe Luftre grows Itrongcr, and more 
difFulive,* and fliineth more and more to the perfeif 
Day; not like the Morning Dc^j^j which glitters upon 
the Grais for a little Moment, but is loon dried up 
and difappcHrs, 'Fhc truly nghteous Man is never 
weary of well-doing, but the more Holinefs he can 
attain to in his own Perfon, the more fen iceable 
he can be to others, the more exemplary in his 
Generation, and the more ornamental to the Gof- 
pc! of his Saviour, the more he rejoices.—Mot con¬ 
tented with low Atraiiiments, his Soul is enlarged, 

and 
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and lofiijs to be filled with all the Fullncfs of G OD. 
—^Hc never afks how much Piety will barely 
« ferve ro fit him for the Kingdom of Heaven ? 
How much he n^.ay Nc{;!eft, and yet 
from the Wrath to come P"'—JTo ; he look 5 upon 
Holinefs as the choice Part of the Salvation pufchrd'ed 
by JESUS CHRIS r I he verily bdieves it to 
be a main IngrediaU of the future Fclicityj and, 
therefore, is uiefiing forward?, ftill preffiJig forwardy^' 
to greater Attalnriunt?,—convinced he can never 
bear too pcrfedl; a Rcfeiiddancc of his heavenly Fa^ 
thcr* With a noble Gencrollty he forgets llie 
'riiings t!\at arc hehhid^ and with a no Icfs noble 
Kind of Co vector I file fs, he reaches out inccflantly 
unto the f ilings that me before \ and the nearer liu 
comes to Eternity, the morejndent arc his Long¬ 
ings after complete KSanility ; bis Dei!res move 
quicker, the nearer tliey arrive to their Centre* Mis 
fpiriiuid Appetites widen as they flovr, and was he 
to live a thoutiind \ twice told, he would have 
fomc new, fcimc more exaited Degrees of Faith, 
and Love, and Purity, to alpirc after* Such a One 
cannot be imagined to be pruthl in his holy Per- 
fcrmanccs ; he wdl nor pradtafe fomc gainful or ho¬ 
norable Duties, and omit others that may be difcrc- 
diting with a wicked Vv^jild, or a little contrary to 
his temporal Intereft : No^ he is uniformly reli- 
gif^us, and labours to ftand perfeft and compldcc in 
all the Will of COD: Every frelh Virtue wdll 
not only be a Jewel in his future Crr^wji, but be 
alfo a frclh Acccffioii to his prd'ent Satiblaction and 
Joy. 
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Thirdfyy The true fcrtptural Rightcoufneis is an 
humble, renouncing Righteoufrie^l* 

The finccrely righteous Man is fclf-abafed, not 
feIf-opinionated ; he never forgets the Corrupcioa 
of his Nature ; flill keeps an,attentive Eye upon the 
Roc^ from wh^nic h€ 'ivits hewn^ and tbi HoU of the 
Pit from whence he was digged ** 

Far from the oftentatious Spirit of the Pharifie^ 
i,c never defpifes others, though of fcemingly left 
Attainments; nothiiig isafcrlbcd tu his own Strength 
or fuperior Worth ; he acknowledges hinifclf a 
Debtor to GOD ALMIGH'FYS free Good* 
iiefs ; he writes at the Foot of all his Endowments, 

If^kat hajl tkon^ that thou kaji not rteeivtd 
If he is better ihan the Men Eodom^ or the Inha¬ 
bitants of Gomorrah^ *cis Divine Grace alone that 
hath made him to differ- His Nature was as un¬ 
clean as the Adulterer^s, as barbarous as the Mur- 
derer^s; GOD has all the Glory of his moral Ex¬ 
cellencies, while he hath aU the Comfort. Neither 
docs he reft his Hope of Salvation on any Deeds of 
his own; he fees the Deficiency of them, knows 
them to Le very imperfcfl, and dare* not appear 
before the bright and burning Eye of GOD with 
fuch Hay^ and Straw^ and Stubble^ When he thinks 
of being juftified, he overlooks his own Obediencct 
and attends to the Obedience of JESUS CHRIST* 
He difclaims whatever himfclf has done; owns it 
to be fpotted and polluted; pUces no Dependence 
on iti but relies entirely on the meritorious and 
,pcrfe<^ Righteoufiief* of his Divine Redeemer:

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this he tnifls to be interefted in by a lively Faith | 
and in this he makes his Boaft this is his Por-* 
tion and Inheritance, his Joy and Crown of re¬ 
joicing. Poor in himfelf, he is rich in CHRIST; 
ruined in himfelf, he is recovered in CHRIST; 
nothing in hirnfelf> in CHRIS!' he is tf//;—all 
that he can want or with to make him nioft bleflcd 
eternally. This is that Righteoufnefs which o'"- 
cceds the REghteournefs of the Scribes and Phari* 
fees which is the only Dignity and Happinefs of 
our fallen Nature,—which alouc can prove us liv¬ 
ing Members of the blefled J E S U S, and prepare 
us for thofe pure and fubtime Delights which the 
,Savior has merited by his Blood, and beftows on 
his Saints, even a Divine and Internal Righteouf^ 
iiefs j„a Perfevering and Increafing Righteoufnefs; 
—an Humble and Self-renouncing Righteournefs. 

Here let us paufe awhile, and fcarch our Hearts;— 
let us take this Evangelical Rule, and try our Ways* 
Why fhould we deceive ourfelves ?—Without this 
H^linefs no Man Jball fie the ZOifD*. In vain 
do we pr^y*in vain attend the Ordinances of the 
Church all thefe Performances will 'profit us no¬ 
thing, unlefs they amend our Lives, and conform 
us to this Pattern- All the Means of Grace are 
infignificantall our A£ts of outward Worlhip 
an empty Ceremony, if they do not convey and 
transfufc into us this excellent Spirit, O Righteous 
JESUS, renew us after thy Ltkenefs f O Sun of 
Righteoufnefs, aiife in our inner Farts, and fit us for 
ibofc Heavens wherein dwelleth Rigbteoujhefi ! Fit

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US to join with thofe Spirits and Souls of the Rigfa-* 
teous who reft from theif Labors, and enter into 
the Joy of their LORD !

Ere long, a fovereign Voice fliall be heard from 
Heaven , it ftiatl proclaim aloud to the Nations 
under‘Ground, Aivaki^ and fwgy yt that dwell in- 
.Duji l^hen (hall the Righteous receive their 
Bod ies again, and with infinite Advantage. In tb9 
mean I'ime the Grave will be a Place of undif« 
turbed Repofe —no Dlfeafes follow them to thofc 
peaceful Chambersthe Head aches no mere^^

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the Eye languIiTics no more j—the Flefti is n® 
longer racked by acute, or worn away by wafflng

Death, to the Godly, is a final Releafe from Paioj 
and an everliifting Dilcharge from Sorrows, ‘Nor 
is the Grave a Place of Repofe only, 'but of Refine¬ 
ment alfo, to the Remains of the Righteous* ^ As 
^ Gold comes forth from the furnace purified and 
brightened, fo will they a rife from their dully Man- 
fions Improved and ennobled. Whatever is mor-. 
tal; whatever is difordered ; whatever is weak and 
corruptible, they will leave behind them in thofc 
filcnt Abodes ;—there they flial] ftiakc ofF the 
Gravc-cloaths of Mortality, and drop the Shacklea 
of Corruption ; and fj^ring from their Confinement 
incorruptible and immortal ! They lie down in 
Diftonor and Defonnity, but will arife in refuU 
gent Beauty;—they lie down in pitiable Weaknefs, 
but will arife aftive and vigorous as the Light, to 
fliine for ever and ever, without any Eclipfe, in the

InvifibJc Guards wait around the dying Beds of 
the Righteous, and receive the Soul ui the Inftant 
of Diflblution i So that it is not left to wander up 
and down, an Outcaft from GOD, or an Exile 
from Heaven ; much Icfs is it given up an hdplcfs 
Prey to revengeful and tormenting Spirits ;—on the 
contrary, it is put under the Froic^Etioa of kind 
and compaflionate Angels» T'hefe miaillring Spi¬ 
rits attended the Faithful in their earthly PiJgri- 
mage i they often upheld tiieir falling Feet, and 
watched ovgr them for good ; they rejoiced at tacir 
Convexftoii, and icrecned them from many Dangers 
while they abode in I'itbcrnjdes of Clay; and now 
they are releafed from the Burden of the Flcfli, will

unworthy, for the Virtues of their great PredccelV 
for*—Bpcaufe Ahab was very zealous for the LORD 
of Holfs, therefore GOD Ihewed Kindrtefs to his 
Pofterity, and continued them in the Poffeflion of 
the Kingdom to the fourth Generation,—See hence 
what a Happinefs it is to be fprung from pious Pro* 
genitors !

The Sfiares of Death Jhall 
cornpaf him round about^ and the Pains of Hell get 
hold upon him~ Pangs and Agonies ihall arreft 
him, and Ji/poitefs him from his earthly Tabernacle, 
Let hifn cling ever fo clofe to his carnal Satisihe-^ 
tions, thefc Meflengers of Mortality will rend him 
from iheir Embrace* And ftall he find Reft when 
he quits the Body?—Noj that lafl Refuge of the 
M iter able ft] all be no Releafe to the Ungodly ^ 
He may lay down all his,Comforts^ but cannot Jofe 
his Sorrotvsy when he defeends into the Pit to fe^ 
Deftru£lion,**'Fot' when the Soul is efcaped from

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the fierce Conflifls of diflblving Naturcj it muft be

And who can conceive the Extremity of 
th is W^retchednefs —Oh that every carelels Per- 
fon in this Aflembly would bethink himfelf!—I'hat 
he would retire to his Clofet, aud communb with 
his own Heart, and pioufly confider what it is to 
lie panting for Life, groaning with Anguifh, and 
bathed in Sweat on the dying Bed i*—and all thi& 
Without any well-grounded Hope in the Ilvlfig 
GOD, without any Glimpfe of Happinefs in the 
opening Eternity ! Prefs home this Confederation 
on your Hearts; let it bring you to your bended 
Knees i bcfeech the Eather of Mercies to turn you

Camtllus not long ago eiitcitaincd in his Houfe 
a young Clergyman, who was always treated with 
a Rcrpc£i:, fuitable to the Dignity of his Office, 
and the Piety of his Behaviour* Having lately pre- 
fentc(4 the worthy Ecclefiaflic to a Living, and 
always requiring RefiJence on the Benefice, He is 
now deflitute of a Chaplaith Remembering, how¬ 
ever, that all Chriftians are fpiritual Priefts ; he 
thinks it no Dj{honot)r, to have an immediate 
and pcrfonal Audience with the King of Heaven ; 
norailing at all out of Charadlor, to reprefent the 
Wantfe of his Houfliold, with his own Mouth, at 
the Throne of Grace- 

Before Supper is introduced, the Evening In- 
renfe afeends- This, rather than a later Hour, Is 
pitched upon, that the little Congregation may 
join in facred Service, with a lively Devo- 
tio^» After a plentiful Meal, when the Limbs are 
'weary. People, even though kneeling, and in the 
Jpefcncc of God, are more inclined to nod than 
to pdus out their Souls ; are very, very apt to mif- 
take the Cufliion for a Pillow. — No Servant is 
allowed to be abfent; one only excepted, whofe 
Trcfence in the ^^chen is abfolutely neceflkry. 
Acquainted wit^' ^neir Matter's Rcfolution, they arc 
carefql fomanage their Aff'rfirs, and dilpaich 
tr*% % Di^nefs i that no avoidable Obftacle may

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intervene, to detain them from the ftated Wor- 
Ihfp. 

When all arc aflemblcd, without either ttimul- 
i:,ous Diforder in theV Approach, or a flovenly 
Negligence in their Apparel, a Chapter Is read. 
CamlUns m-kes the Choice, He tnnagines, it is 
not fo ufefui for his Family, whofc Memories arc 
weak, and their Capacities fcanty, to read the 
Lcflbn for the Day. He has, therefore, felcfled 
fome of the mod: tnftrudtive and animating Por¬ 
tions of Scripture; and judges it advifcable to pc- 
rufe thefe a'^ain and again, rather than to go re- 
guhiiy through the whole infpired Writings,™ 
'i'hc Servants take it by Turns to read j which 
improves them in the Practice, and keeps them 
awake* If any of them dilcovers a Dlfpofition to 
fleep, to him the Office is furc to be affigned. 

When the Chapter is finifiicd, OwiUIus fmgles 


out fome one Verfe, of very weighty and edi¬ 
fying Import ; wdiich, for the Space of five or fix 
Minutes, he explains, applies, and afTt^ionately 
urges upon their Confcienccs.—-I'his doiic,^'V'*^ 
great Serioufnefs, and profound Reverence, he of¬ 
fers up Evening Prayers. His Prayers 
fhort Sentences, and the whole is perfor^ned m 
a little 'rime. Every Part is pronounced with 
that deliberate Slownefs, and I'oiCmn Accent, 


which command Attention, a^^icrcatc Awe. He 
makes a very perceivable Clofe of 

each Petition i that every one may havbvLci‘|;irc Jfi 
add, in Silence, a hearty Amenand t<X;cc5!*ect 
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the Merits of that blcficd Redeemer, which render 
every Thankfgiving acceptable, and every Suppli¬ 
cation fuccelsfuL 

*In the Morning, before BreakfiO, the Worfliip 
of the living God is renewed^ At this Jun£iure, 
CaTnillus omits the Chapter; but requires one of his 
Domcftics to repeat the Vejfe, on which Fie en¬ 
larged the preceding Night- Notic knows, whkli 
ftiall be called to this Talk; therefore, every One 
is obliged to be properly prepared, f ie throws the 
Subftance of his Exhortation, into a few fcarching
